HE letter published on this 
7 page, which criticises the 
launching of a big carpet 
sales drive at a time when some 
distributors are finding it difficult 
to obtain delivery of carpets, 
raises points of such importance 
that we considered it should be 
submitted to the Federation of 
British Carpet Manufacturers. 
So the letter from Mr. H. G. 
VERNON was shown to the Secre- 
tary of the F.B.C.M., Mr. J. B. 
RANSOME. 
The official attitude towards 
the complaints made by our 
reader from Crewe—and he has 
not been alone in alleging incon- 
gruity in attempting to sell more 
carpets at a time when they are 
in short supply—may be sum- 
marised thus : 
** The carpet manufacturers 
are doing, and will do, their 
utmost to see that full supplies 
are available in time for the big 
Carpet Fortnight. It would seem, 
however, that some retail fur- 
nishers during the trade recession 
reduced their stocks to a very low 
level, to such an extent, indeed, 
that, on recovery of trade, enor- 
mous orders for certain qualities 
were placed with the manufac- 
turers. 
%*%* Board of Trade figures 
suggest that recently there has 
not been a big upsurge in retail 
carpet sales. That puts it mildly. 
But output figures on the manu- 
facturing side, particularly for 
Axminsters, show that produc- 
tion at this moment is higher 
than ever before. And when it 
is recalled that the exports of the 
industry are considerably below 
those of 1951, it must be realised 
that a far greater supply of carpets 
and carpeting is reaching the 
home market. 


*%x% One big trouble would 
appear to be that furnishers, in 


striving to build up = quickly 
stocks which have been allowed 
to run low, are finding their main 
difficulty in obtaining adequate 
supplies of the most popular 
types of carpets, such = as 
Axminster squares. There should 
be no difficulty in obtaining body 
goods, in particular Wiltons, the 
looms for which are still not 
fully employed. 


¥%&% Another fact which must 
be clearly understood is that a 
sales campaign, such as_ that 
which is being launched by the 
carpet manufacturers, must be 
planned well ahead. It is a pro- 
motion scheme with a long-term 
view. And if the planning is 
started only one year before the 
drive begins it is obviously 
impossible to forecast the state 
of the market during the inter- 
vening twelve months. Any signi- 
ficant movement in the wool 
market, for instance, might have 
the effect of a considerable rise 
or fall in orders placed by the 
retail trade. Jt is necessary only 
to recall the fall in orders which 
amounted almost to a_ buyers’ 
strike when the price of wool was 
dropping consistently —and_ the 
many orders that were placed 
when the market showed a 
tendency to rise. 


The Official View 
HAT, as we have said, is the 
official view of the situation. 
The carpet manufacturers are by 
no means complacent; nor are 
they satisfied with the delivery 
position of certain qualities. But 
they do suggest that the present 
situation, which should right 
itself in due course, is caused by 
the whole of the distribution side 
trying to build up stocks at the 

same time. 

Perhaps a spokesman of the 
British Carpet Promotion Council 
summed up official reaction to 
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delivery complaints by saying : 
“One does not wait until it is 
raining before one buys an 
umbrella.” 


wx We have the greatest 
sympathy with Mr. VERNON. No 
doubt other retailers will echo his 
criticism. But, at the same time, 
we think that the official explana- 
tion of the situation should be 
carefully considered.

ANY retailers pride themselves 
on their efficient and labour- 
saving methods in the shop. They 
give a great deal of care and atten- 
tion to arranging stock in the most 
accessible way, and to planning the 
layout so that sales staff do not have 
to walk any umnecessary distance 
thereby wasting valuable time when 
serving customers. 

In a number of cases, however, the 
same efficient methods are not applicd 
to the office work involved in retail- 
ing, often because the staff engaged 
in clerical work consists of a handful 
of persons, or where the business is 
small it is done by the proprietor 
himself or his family. 

Few “small men” have sufficient 
leisure to stop and estimate the hours 
spent in office work, much of it 
laborious and repetitive, or to con- 
sider how much time, effort and 
money can be saved by tackling it in 
a different way. 

Efficiency is Not Expensive 

There are now a large number of 
machines available which have been 
electrified to achieve the maximum 
saving in time and labour, and others 
which do in one operation what 
manually would require many 
separate efforts. Most large organisa- 
tions are fully aware of the systems 
available, and many _ have spent 
thousands of pounds in equipping 
their offices as efficiently as_ their 
shops and showrooms, but there are 
still quite a few smaller concerns 
with chiefs who think that this 
sort of thing is reserved for the “top 
ten” and outside their reach finan- 
cially. 

Efficiency need not be expensive, as 
can be seen from examples of labour- 
saving ideas illustrated on these pages, 
and even where the initial outlay 
seems high, the cost can be offset by 
saving Over years in time and labour. 

Cireularising Time-Saver 

A good deal of a small retailer’s 
outgoing mail is made up of circulars 
to customers and potential shoppers 
in his area, and in many cases each 
envelope is individually stamped. A 
considerable saving of time could be 
effected by installing a small desk- 
model franker which could be used 


for all outgoing mail, including cir- 
culars. Universal Postal Frankers, 
Ltd. have just brought out a small 
franking machine, the “Simplex 
Major,” which prints any value of 
postage from 4d. to Is. $d. in one 
impression. The machine will frank 
the postage required on all letters, 
parcels and airmail, and any one of 
its 25 values can be instantly selected 
on the dial. 


Three Records on One Sheet 

Ss" ICK, Sales and Purchase records 

are often kept entirely separate 
by furniture retailers, despite their 
close affinity and the frequent neces- 
sity for collating the three sets of 
figures. 

In order to simplify these records, 
The Shannon, Ltd., Shannon Corner, 
New Malden, Surrey, have designed 
record sheets which combine the three 
purposes in a compact form. By 
this means it is possible to see—all on 
one sheet—the following details: all 
orders for any one commodity; all 
sales of any one commodity; a run- 
ning total of goods sold over any 
period of weeks; a running stock 
balance with an automatic monthly 
stock check; an immediate indication 
of whether any particular line is 
moving. slowly or whether sales are 
good; an automatic indication of the 
latest price of any one commodity. 

Another record, from the same 
firm, is used for linoleum, which is 
difficult to include with other items 
since rolls of it are very rarely sold 
complete. Provision is made, in this 
case, for sales of pieces and for re- 
cording the various lengths left in 
stock, 


Visible Records 


From the same company comes the 
Shannoleaf/Visicopier system. By 
this means one entry on the custo- 
mers’ ledger provides automatic entry 
by carbons on both the receipt and 
day book sheets. This simultaneous 
posting of statement, ledger and day 
book reduces the margin of errors, 
and eliminates the need for trial 
balances because the exact amount 
outstanding on the ledger is known 
each day and proved figures are 
available for posting to the Control 
Account. Because statements are 
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Office Machines Can 
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made out each day, there is no bottle- 
neck in sending these out at the end 
of each month. The system also pro- 
vides a visible check on overdue 
accounts. 
Quick-Sealing Device 

A QUICK and economical device 

for sealing parcels is the “Tacky- 
taper’ made by Samuel Jones & Co., 
Ltd.. New Bridge Street, London, 
E.C.4. This cellulose tape dispenser 
is of compact and streamlined design, 
mounted on rubber feet, and light in 
operation for counter use. At the 
same time it is sturdy enough for use 
on production lines or in the ware- 
house. 

It dispenses “Butterfly Brand” 
cellulose tape in rolls up to an inch 
wide, cutting each length automatically 
at full depression of a finger lever. 
Lengths can be changed in a moment 
by setting the press-button to the 
desired position and depressing the 
lever. 

The pre-cut lengths come in strips 
approximately 3}, 2} and 14 inches 
long, and the machine is simple to 
load and easy to operate. 

Retailers who prefer to use 
coloured or printed tape in place of 
the transparent type, have a choice 
of fifteen shades and a number of 
printed designs. 


Produce Your Own Catalogues 


NEW high-speed, low-cost sys- 

tem for the production of cata- 
logues, price-lists, and other similar 
records is “ Flexoprint,” devised by 
Remington Rand, Ltd. The major 
cost factor in producing any list is 
the number of changes which have to 
be made—additions, corrections and 
deletions. The Flexoprint system cuts 
the cost of changes because the list 
is kept up-to-date in the user’s own 
office, by his own typist, and is always 
ready to go to press. 

“Copy” is typed from _ source 
material directly on to Flexoprint 
cards. These cards are proof-read just 
once and attached to panels. The 
panels are then photographed and 
printed by offset lithography. 

By this device publications can be 
reprinted in a matter of hours, with- 
out the shop waiting weeks for an 


up-to-date catalogue or _price-list. 
There is no special preparation of 
“copy,” and typesetting and the 
checking of rough and final proofs is 
eliminated. 


Printing Your Own Labels 
ICKETS, tags and labels form a 
large percentage of the paper- 
work used in -any shop or store. 
Dapag (1943), Ltd., have a range of 
labelling machines—from small sizes 
up to large models—for the automatic 
printing of labels of varying dimen 
sions in a wide variety of type sizes. 
These machines use the “ Quickset” 
type method, by which information 
to be printed can be changed rapidly 
and, if necessary, at very frequent 

intervals without loss of efficiency. 


Continuous Stationery Pads 

IME can be saved by using con- 

tinuous stationery pads in the 
office as well as in the shop itself. 
The “Primus” register made by 
Carter-Davis, Ltd., simplifies the work 
of writing documents by hand. It 
has many applications including pre- 
paration of delivery notes, repair 
forms, etc. Handling of carbons is 
eliminated by the use of continuous 
interfold stationery, and a carbon 
copy of each transaction is auto- 
matically retained in a locked com- 
partment. Up to six copies can be 
made at one time. 

A portable register, the ” Porta- 
Pak” by Egry, Ltd., also uses inter- 
leaved carbons and contains a file 
compartment for office copies of the 
forms issued. 

Simple and Efficient 

These are a few of the devices now 
available, produced to save time and 
trouble. By using mechanical aids 
the “small man” can free his staff 
from hours of monotonous work, 
thereby leaving them available to help 
him in other ways. His own work is 
always exacting and his time is always 
precious, but by a few hours spent in 
planning his office routine he can 
eventually save himself a considerable 
amount of effort. 

Time is just as valuable to a busy 
retailer as money, and his owa time 
is the most valuable commodity he 
possesses,

Chipboard from Low-grade Wood 


A German expert, in Brunswick, 
emphasised that there was in Germany 
a growing opinion that chipboards for 
furniture should not be made fron 
woodwaste but from new low-grade 
timber. Too much emphasis has been 
placed in some quarters on long fibred 
chips in an attempt to secure increased 
tensile strength. Such chips are diff- 
cult to consolidate uniformly At his 
laboratory they were developing a 
medium-sized chip which would be 
more easily consolidated and lead to

This transportable log bandsaw 


is extremely mobile and has proved its 


worth in dealing with blown timber in Scotland. (Stenners of Tiverton, Ltd.) 


HE portable bandsaw _ illustrated 

should prove of use to a num- 
ber of furniture manufacturers who 
convert raw timber. It was shown by 
Stenners of Tiverton, Ltd., at the 
Highland Show at Alloa. 

It is extremely mobile and the 
makers state that it has already proved 
its worth in dealing with the wind- 
blown timber in Scotland. The ease 
with which it can be operated with- 
out special skill was demonstrated 
the Highland Show where it was 
operated by a sawyer who had never 
previously operated a bandsaw. 

By special request the speed with 
which the machine could be set up and 
packed again was timed with a stop- 
watch The time taken from the 
moment the machine left the road until 
it was completely fixed up and in 
operation was 18 minutes! 

The underlying theme of this design 
is to provide a machine which can be 
easily moved to convert round tim- 
ber at the site; this obviously reduces 
transport costs as only saleable tim- 
ber has to be moved. 

The outfit generally comprises a 
bandsaw fitted with rolling tables 
12 tt. long mounted on a road trailer, 
the chassis of which has been specially 
designed and forms part of the main 
members of the table under frame 

Screw jacks are fitted for quickly 
aligning the machine on uneven ground 


and spirit levels are built in. There 
are ground sprags fitted to stabilise 
the outfit endways. 

There are four large pneumatic- 
tyred wheels. The front axle is steer- 
able and has a drawbar for connection 
to a tractor which is also generally 
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used to drive the bandsaw. The brake 
lever is accessible to the tractor driver 
when the outfit is being towed. 

The machine portion follows the 
standard pattern with a_ substantial 
column and baseplate carrying the 
42 in. diameter top and bottom saw 
pulley assemblies 

Guards and all other usual bandsaw 
features are included. ies tables run 
on rollers carried on_ ball-bearing 
mounted spindles. The main compo- 
nents of the machine are made from 
fabricated ote 

The sawing unit is substantially 
hinged on the chassis so that the bot- 
tom pulley can swing upwards and 
eanide increased ground clearance for 
travelling over rough country. A 
heavy screw jack device which con- 
trols this movement of the unit has 
detachable screw fitments. 

All the necessary platforms and fit- 
tings for oper ration are included and 
are detachable for quick. transport. 
Spare wheels complete with tyres can 
also be provided. 


Electric Moisture Detector 

NEW automatic moisture detector 

has been developed in America. 
It operates by measuring the capaci- 
tance and conductance of the timber. 
These, of course, vary according to 
the moisture content 

The detector is able to scan large 

areas of material with high sensitivity. 
It measures the amount of water in 
the field of the electrodes so that to 
arrive at the correct result it is neces- 
sary to take the dimensions of the 
wood into account in making the 
calculations

Treating Fabrics 


In Switzerland, J. R. Geigy, S. 
emphasised the growing importance of 
carpet beetles, which present a greater 
problem than moths, and the need for 
“permanent” treatments for uphol- 
stery fabrics. Their method of test- 
ing fabrics for proofing was by ex- 
posing them to selected moth larve. 

In the case of light fastness of 
fabrics good progress is being made 
and, already, the Continental tests are 
close enough to the B.S.I. tests for 
our purposes. They consider, how- 
ever, that all tests should be carried 
out in daylight, owing to the wide 
variations that occur with many fad- 
ing lamps now in use.
